Kinir's  Secretary  (who  was  at  first  stvhd 
the  King's  Clerk,  th-n  !<i'eretary,  afterwards  Principal  Secre- 
tary, and  wlio  proha'dy  ahoui  the  tiinc  of  (^iiecn  Elizabeth 
WU3  first  e  ill  •  1  SciTttarv  of  Stat(\)  graduallv  was  cnit)lo\ed 
to  execute  ni'ich  of  the  basin.  ~  forinerlv  pertaininj;  to  tlu 
Council.  I'lit  h'Ucj  after  the  olliee  of  Secretary  grew  into 
ini[iortan(^'.  nmy  matters,  lett.is,  petition-".  SkC,  were  .-till 
addressed  to  the  King,  to  th'  Council,  to  the  Chan;'ellor, 
^Master  of  lu.''|Ui''-!s,  &c.,  wITudi  afterwanls  it  became  the  dutv 
of  tho  Sccrt't  ii'v  I'f  State  to  reeei\c.  This  however  is  not 
the  place  to  di'-u-^  when  the  e-tablishment  and  various 
alterations  in  the  diirTcnt  Publi*  Dt'partments  took  place,  it 
ia  sulTleiLiit  to  rib-^rve  tliat  tlu'  King'.s  Principal  Secretary 
had  become  in  th.e  time  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth  n  pcr- 
t>onagc  of  =0  gi"i''<t  importance  that  his  raid<  and  pre- 
cedence wa-  d.  t  M-mined  by  Stit.  'M  Ilcn,  VIII.  c.  10., 
and  the  buslne.-s  and  correspondence  oi'  his  ofiice  so 
much  im.'rea-od  aa  to  re(|uire  in  the  same  reign  a  second 
Principal  Secretary,  and  subsequently  a  third.  Each  of 
these  Sccrrtario?,  prior  to  the  c-tablishmcnf  of  an  ofllcc  for 
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the  reception  of  their  papers,  as  distinct  from  those  of 
Chancery,  had  the  custody  of  the  papers  accumulated  in  hi-t 
department. 

At  lenjjth  in  tlie  vcar  1,578  an  oiTioo  \va-  o.-tahli^hul  f<»r 
the  reception  of  State  Papers,  and  Dr.  Thomas  Wil-on  (then 
Master  of  Requests,  and  afterwards  one  of  the  Soerctarles  of 
State)  was  ap[)ointcd  Keeper  a^I  KcL^istrar  of  the  Papers 
concerning  matters  of  State  and  Coimeil.  It  was  nt)t  how- 
ever until  the  time  of  King  James  the  First  that  these 
papers  were  reduced  to  the  form  of  a  library,  having  before 
been  kept  in  chests. 

A  Patent  of  James  T.  dated  lotli  ^fareh  1()()9-10,  after 
setting  forth  the  importance  of  prcscr\Ing  and  well  ordering 
Papers  and  Kecords,  especially  such  as  concern  matters  of 
State  and  Council,  as  well  respecting  Negotiations  with 
Forelijn  Princes  as  other  instriictio:is  rnd  directions, 
recites, — 

"  The  careful  endeavours  of  Robert  D^arl  of  Salisl)ury,  onr 
"  Principal  Secretary  and  our  nii^h  Treasurer  of  Knghmd, 
"  to  reduce  all  such  papers,  as  well  those  that  heretofoiv 
"  remained  in  the  custody  of  Sir  Thomas  Lake,  Kiiiubt, 
"  being  the  papers  of  some  of  the  Principal  Secrctaru-  of 
"  our  Predecessors,  as  also  some  sueli  papers  as  he  y.-;i,;ll 
"  think  fit  to  depart  with,  being  eitiier  such  as  he  iiath 
"  collected  of  his  own  times,  or  such  as  were  left  to  him 
*'  from  his  late  father  tiie  Lord  Burleigh,  then  Lord  Ili_:li 
"  Treasurer  of  En^'land,  into  a  set  form  or  llbrarv,  in  -uir.,' 
"  convenient  place  within  our  palace  of  ^^'hilehall,  lo  Ij 
"  at  all  times  the  readier  for  our  uj,  and  for  tlio  i;-j

Chancellor  uiul  Under  Troa-iu«r  o?  the  Kxchoqucr,  to  take 
po^-seislon  of  the  late  Lord  Trea-iirer'i  papers  and  deliver 
them  to  Miincke  and  Wil.-ion.  The  i-ubscquent  Patents 
espcrlally  mention  the  otHce  to  eontain  the  papers  of  lutbert 
Earl  of  Salisbury.  At  thi.i  perind  the  papers  whieh  had  been 
hitherto  kept  in  chests  were  ri diirotl  into  the  fi^rm  o^  a  library 
as  before  stated,  and  th>,  Kiiiij;  a^.-i^md  certain  a[)^rtments  iu 
hl:^  Palace  of  Whitehall  fur  tin  ir  reception.  And  the  part  of 
the  palace  finally  appro[)riatcd  to  thi-  [iur[)use  was  the  Tower 
over  the  gateway  whicli  connected  the  eastern  and  western 
parts  of  the  cditice,  stan<lliiL;;  across  the  ^treet  now  known  by 
the  name  of  Whitehall.  The  apartments  con.-isted  of  two 
room-5,  three  (dosets,  and  three  turrets,  of  all  which  entire 
po.^session  was  not  obtained  until  ini'*;.  Although  the 
papers  escaj)cd  the  fir.?  \vhich  con.-umt.«]  a  great  part  of  the 
palace  on  P2th  January  1019,  yet  th.y  ^vcre  thrown  into 
great  disorder  by  having  been  hastily  ca^t  into  blankets. 

Great  losses  of  State  Papers  are  said  to  have  taken  place 
durinn-  the  time  of  the  Kebellion,  temp.  Car.  I.  A  larjxo 
portion  of  the  documents,  however,  relative  to  the  atTliirs 
of  the  Commonwealth  are  regularlv  entered,  and  safelv 
preserved  in  the  otlice. 

AVe  find  from  a  Ke[)ort  of  a  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Lords,  made  on  19th  .fanuary  170o-6,  the  neglected  state  of 
tills  0:licc,  and  what  documents  had  not  been  delivered.  Li 
conserpience  of  that  Piport  an  Ad'ln  >>  was  presented  to  Her 
Majc.-ty  to  direct  some  pro[)er  mcthixl  ro  be  taken  for  the 
future  to  preserve  the  Papers  of  State  for  the  use  of  the 
public.  And  wltli  reference  to  this  subject,  the  following 
observations  occur  in  the  Preface  to  the  before-mentioned 
first  volume  of  State  Papers: 

"  The  ofTico  \vas  found  in  a  irreat  state  of  necflect  wdien 
"  visited  in  170>'>  by  a  Connnittee  f>f  the  House  of  Lords. 
In  consequence  of  a  Pcport  from  that  Connnittee  an 
Addre.-s  was  pre-i'uted  to  the  C^uceu,  in  v.hieh  it  was 
stated  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  papers  of  three 
Secretaries  of  State,  viz.

The  State  Papers  or  Documents  may  be  .-aid  to  be 
separated  into  ancient  and  mixlern.  The  ancient,  down  to 
the  rei'^n  of  Henry  the  Seventh  inclu.-ive,  will  irenerallv 
be  foimd  in  the  Chancerv,  and  in  the  custody  of  the 
iMaster  of  the  Roilrf ;  and  those  commencinys^  witli  the 
reign  of  Henry  the  Eiglith  are  at  the  State  Taper  Oftice, 
and  now  about  to  be  brought  together  luider  one  man;i"0- 
ment.  But  it  is  himcntable  to  reflect  on  the  dispersion  of 
State  Papers,  commencing  with  tlig  latter  period,  in  other 
public  di[)artments  and  libraries;  in  the  Public  Record 
Department,  in  the  British  ^Museum,  in  the  Lamlnth  Library, 
in  the  Libraries  of  the  Universities,  and  in  almost  every 
private  Library  of  note.  A  very  fine  collection  remains  in 
the  Library  of  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury,  a  catalogue  of  which 
is  in  the  Public  Record  OfHce  Library. 

It  would  seem  to  be  well  worthy  tiie  expense  ami  laV>our 
for  the  Government  to  cause  to  be  formed  in  all  depart- 
ments, libraries,  Sec,  where  access  couhl  be  obtained,  a 
Calendar  of  all  existing  St;ite  Papers,  and  incorporate  the 
same,  with  proper  references,  in  the  Calendars  now  formino- 
in  the  State  Paper  Oliice. 

Calendars  alone  can  di^-close  the  invaluable  documents  of 
the  State  Paper  Office.  The  following  view  or  heads  of 
contents,  however,  will  ;'.ftbrd  useful  information.
